Foliage is bluish green, and many of the trees produce large, silvery 
berries that attract the birds. This is an extremely hardy evergreen that with- 
stands the severe cold of the winter as well as the extreme drought of the sum- 
mer. Grows best in an open, sunny location but also tolerates a considerable 
amount of shade.

Keteleer Juniper (Juniperus chinensis Keteleeri) 
A rather narrow pyramid Juniper. Its medium green color is very rieean and 
it retains this same uniform: color through the winter that it has in summer. Its 
large, silvery berries add to its attractiveness in fall and winter. It grows 
rapidly and therefore it should be trimmed at least once a year if compact speci- 
mens are desired. This variety, and likewise all other chinensis varieties are 
immune to the cedar-apple rust. Plant in full sun or partial shade.
